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Canadian Economic Position and Outlook (Page 432) 


The general position is better than a year ago, 
writes H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada 
and Newfoundland, in his latest Report on economic 
conditions in the Dominion. The improvement is 
occurring partly as a result of better world conditions 
and is likely to be gradual and consequently more 
substantial. 


British Postal Traffic (Page 435) 
Average daily receipts in August were 2°9 per 
cent. above those in the same month of last year and 
show the largest increase so far this year. 


Our Overseas Trade in August (Page 435)

The United 
Kingdom’s share of the total import trade rose to 
41 per cent. from 38 per cent. in July, 1933, and of 
the export trade to 35 per cent. from 31 per cent. 
Japan supplied 16 per cent. of the imports and took 
18 per cent. of the exports in July, 1934. 


Import Trade of British Malaya (Page 446) 


All groups except one under “ articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured ’’ show increased import values 
for the first half of 1934 in comparison with the cor- 
responding period of last year. 


New Australian Invoice Certificate (Page 450)

CANADA 
ECONOMIC POSITION AND OUTLOOK 


Early in 1933, *writes H.M. Senior Trade Com- 
missioner in Canada and Newfoundland, Canadian 
business reached the nadir of the depression, but 
began to recover in March and continued to expand 
until October, when a slight reaction set in; this was 
checked, however, before the end of 1933, while the 
New Year brought signs of improvement. 


There were two events in 1933 of outstanding 
interest to Canadian banking, namely, the United 
States banking crisis of March and the Report of the 
Royal Commission on Banking and Currency. While 
the temporary cessation of banking operations in the 
United States caused inconvenience for the time being 
to the Canadian banks, their position from the stand- 
point of stability was not affected. In fact, their 
ability to continue normal operations (with the excep- 
tion, of course, of the handling of United States funds) 
during the so-called ‘* banking holiday,’’ served to 
vindicate the Canadian system of banking. 


Tue RoyaL CoMMISSION ON BANKING AND CURRENCY 


A Royal Commission on Banking and Currency 
under the chairmanship of Lord Macmillan conducted 
hearings in the leading cities of the Dominion and 
presented its Report at the end of September. The 
Commission unanimously recommended an enquiry 
into the present provision of rural credit and three of 
the five members recommended the establishment of a

Central Bank for Canada. The decision on these 
points and the periodic revision of the Bank Act, under 
which the chartered banks operate, came before the 
past session of Parliament, the revision which was due 
in 1933 having been deferred until after receipt of the 
Commission’s Report. An important feature of the 
Report was the vindication of the policies of the char- 
tered banks and the tribute which the Commission 
paid to them as having given ‘‘ admirable evidence of 
security, efficiency and convenience.’’ 


‘* Toe BANK OF CANADA ”’ 


The main features of ‘‘ The Bank of Canada,’’ as 
the new organisation is to be designated, which are of 
immediate interest to the chartered banks are:— 
(1) The transfer of their right of note issue to the 
central bank (this is to take effect over a period of ten 
years, and there will be left with the banks, after that 
time, the privilege of issuing notes up to an amount 
equal to 25 per cent. of their paid-up capital), 
(2) The requirement to maintain on deposit with the 
central bank a stated minimum percentage against 
their deposit liabilities to the public in Canada. 
(3) The surrender to the central bank by the chartered 
banks of their holdings of gold. (4) The transfer to the 
central Bank of Dominion Government business and 
that of the Provinces, if the latter so choose. 


There is little doubt that the Bank of Canada will 
come into being this year, and it will probably com- 
mence business towards the end of it. This will be an 
important event in the history of Canadian banking; 
while the effect of the operation of the new institution 
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may not be felt in 1934, its influence will doubtless 
grow year by year. The fortunes of the bank are 
bound up with those of the country as a whole, and, 
as prosperity returns to commerce and industry, so will 
it be shared by the banks. 


BALANCE OF INTERNATIONAL PAYMENTS 


The Dominion’s task of gathering sufficient inter- 
national credits to meet international debits was easier 
in 1933 than in previous years: in 1931 and 1932 the 
net flow of capital was outward, while last year it was 
inward. An examination of the principal items which 
make up the Canadian balance of international pay- 
ments reveals the fact that trade in commodities pro- 
duced a favourable balance of 145 million dollars as 
compared with 80 million dols. in the previous year. 
Gold exports in terms of Canadian funds were 92 
million dols. as against 69 million dols. in 1932. This 
increase was due to the heavy premium prevailing on 
gold. While the number of tourists visiting Canada 
and spending money there was smaller, there was still 
a favourable balance of 60 million dols. on this item. 
The main item showing a net debit was interest and 
dividend receipts and payments: this amounted to 225 
million dols., an increase of 33 million dols. The in- 
crease can be accounted for partly by the fact that 
fuller information was available on this subject than 
previously and partly by the fact that back remittances 
were made by branch works of United States and 
other firms in Canada after the disappearance of the 
discount on the Canadian dollar. The recovery of the 
Canadian dollar on the New York market gave a net 
debit of 9 million dols. on this item as compared with 
14 million dols. in 1932. The rise in exchange was in 
a large measure an effect of the more favourable situa- 
tion regarding international payments. There were 
adverse balances in freight payments, Government 
expenditures, advertising and motion picture earnings. 
The total of these four items was 234 million dols. 
Insurance payments showed a net credit of 4 million 
dols. 


The premium on New York funds at Montreal gradu- 
ally disappeared during 1933 and the discount on 
sterling gave way to a moderate premium. Ag the 
year closed, however, the Canadian dollar was more 
nearly on parity with these two units than it had been 
since September, 1931. Gold currencies continued to 
move almost steadily against the dollar, with the 
result that they were quoted in December at premiums 
ranging from 50 to 60 per cent. 


THE DomInion’s TRADE PosITION 


An unusually interesting review of Canada’s foreign 
trade was issued in March by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, and this may be recommended to those who 
desire a detailed study of Canadian trade. It shows 
that Canada, during the calendar year 1933, main- 
tained a relatively high place among the leading com- 
mercial nations of the world in international trade. 
In 1932 the Dominion occupied seventh place in total 
trade, eighth place in imports, and fifth place in 
exports. 


There were some notable changes in the relative 
position of certain chief trading countries of the 
world in 1933. The United Kingdom moved from third 
position in 1932 up to second position in 1933 in the 
value of exports, displacing Germany, while Canada 
moved from fifth place in 1932 down to sixth place in 
1933, being displaced by Belgium. For the calendar 
year 1933 Belgian exports exceeded those of Canada 
by only 10 million dols., while for the period July- 
December, 1933, exports from Canada amounted to 
about 3254 million dols. as compared with a similar 
trade for Belgium of nearly 297? million dols., so that 
during this period Canada occupied fifth position in 
export trade. In import trade Canada moved from 
eighth place to ninth place, yielding eighth place to 
Italy, while in total trade she moved from seventh 
place in 1932 to ninth place in 1933, Japan moving 
from ninth place to seventh place and Italy occupying 
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eighth place in 1933 as in 1932. This is a remarkably 
good position for a country of 10 million people. Its 
substantial trading position undoubtedly is due in no 
small measure to the increasingly large quantities of 
Canadian goods purchased by the United Kingdom. 


Exports oF CATTLE AND BACON TO THE UNITED 
KINGDOM 


The trend of exports of Canadian cattle and bacon 
to the United Kingdom has been watched with in- 
terest. The present position in Canada reveals in- 
teresting possibilities. Cattle supplies as a whole are 
abundant, but, owing to crop and climatic conditions 
in the autumn of 1933, the number of cattle being 
erain-fattened is somewhat less than during the winter 
period of the previous year. The increase in produc- 
tion has been moderate, but there has been a consider- 
able holding back of cattle, owing to the unsatisfactory 
market during the greater part of 1933. Further im- 
provement is expected in the quality of the cattle 
exported to the United Kingdom. 


Pig production suffered a setback in 1933, and the 
output will be moderate during the early part of 1934. 
Improved prices during the winter has stimulated 
interest in late breeding, and marketing is expected to 
show an improvement. The quality of the 1934 sales 
will be superior to that of any other year in the history 
of the industry. There has been an increase in the 
number of milch coWs and heifers, but adverse feed 
conditions and poor pasture prospects will preclude 
any substantial increase in the milk production of 
1934. Cheese and butter production are not expected 
to show much change in volume, and domestic con- 
sumption is expected to remain at a normal level. An 
early spring, provided it were not followed by late 
frosts, would do much to relieve the present unsatis- 
factory winter feed situation. The winter has been 
unusually severe, and a heavy encroachment has been 
made on a feed supply from a none too plentiful 


harvest. 
CoAL FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The growth of the United Kingdom’s export trade 
with Canada in anthracite coal has been impressive. 
In a little more than a decade the trade has increased 
from about one hundred tons to over 14 million tons. 
Until 1923 Canada depended almost entirely upon the 
United States for its suppliesof anthracite coal: in 1933 
the largest quantity of United Kingdom coal received 
in the Dominion in one year was recorded. While ten 
or eleven years ago the United States monopolised the 
Canadian market, in 19338 Canada imported from the 
United Kingdom 200,000 tons more than from the 
United States. The importation of substantial quan- 
tities of United Kingdom coal has been of advantage 
to the Dominion by providing tonnage for the exporta- 
tion of grain from Canada. Both owners and shippers 
have benefited. 


PosITION OF CANADIAN FARMERS 


The farmers still suffered last year from low prices, 
which, in turn, had their effect on the prosperity of 
manufacturers and others. There were some impor- 
tani improvements as compared with 1932, but in 
many instances these were offset by other factors, so 
that the ultimate result was about the same. For 
example, while the wheat crop of 1933 was about 
60 per cent. of that of 1932, the price per bushel was 
substantially higher. The aggregate value of the 1933 
field crops was within 7 per cent. of the value of the 
bountiful harvest of 1932, and it is estimated that farm 
purchasing power rose nearly 10 per cent. during the 
year. Notwithstanding this favourable trend the 
farmers were still receiving a low return for their 
products and thus were unable to renew their equip- 
ment or to make payments on their existing obligations 
to the same extent as would have been possible under 
more normal conditions. 

The progress in power farming is still being retarded 
by unfavourable conditions in the agricultural industry. 
The farmer has been unable to purchase anything more

than the barest necessities, so that, on the whole, the 
larger investment involved in the purchase of such 
machines as tractors and reaper threshers has been out- 
side his means. 


Inventories of agricultural implement companies in 
Canada were further reduced in 1933, with the result 
that a larger proportion of the goods sold by them in 
1934 will require to be manufactured rather than taken 
out of existing stocks. This position will become more 
pronounced with every degree of improvement in the 
farmer's position. The machinery which has been sold 
during the past four years has been in response to the 
sheerest necessity, the farmers having continued to 
use equipment which ordinarily would have been rele- 
gated to the scrap heap. This is undoubtedly building 
up heavy future demands on the implement manufac- 
turers, and, so soon as the farmer finds himself finan- 
cially able, he will acquire the new equipment, the 
purchase of which he has so long postponed. 


CANADIAN MINERAL INDUSTRY 


The Dominion’s mineral industry produced 198 
million dollars’ worth last year, an increase of 8-5 per 
cent. over 1932. Even omitting the large amount of 
formerly valueless material which, due to the high 
price of gold, can now be classed as ore, the productive 
gold mines, as a whole, ended the year with proved 
ore reserves at least as large and probably larger than 
at the end of 1982. A number of new small mills have 
recently been put into operation and active develop- 
ment of new properties continues unabated. The out- 
look, therefore, is that the gold output in 1934 will 
surpass all previous records unless the effect of in- 
creased treatment capacity is not more than offset by 
the tendency to work ore of lower average gold content. 


THE DEMAND FOR POWER 


One of the most notable and encouraging features of 
the year was the recovery in the demand for power. 
The monthly figures of electrical production issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics indicate a substan- 
tial increase over the 1932 figures for the months from 
May onward. Production from July onwards was 
higher than had been recorded in the corresponding 
months in any previous year; in fact, the figures for 
the months of October, November and December con- 
stituted, each in turn, an all-time high record for any 
month. The total production for the year was only 
about 1:7 per cent. short of 1930, the highest year of 
record. While the gain was general throughout the 
Dominion it was most pronounced in the Provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec. In the latter Province all-time 
high figures were recorded, while in Ontario the load 
recovery was also most substantial. 


PuLP AND PAPER 


The production of pulp and paper is Canada’s most 
important manufacturing industry as measured either 
by gross and net values of manufactured products or 
by distribution of salaries and wages. Canada for the 
past several years has led the world in the production 
of newsprint with approximately double the output of 
any other country, and, as approximately half of the 
newsprint produced in Canada is exported, the effect 
of the industry in producing a favourable trade balance 
is important. 


In the production of newsprint low cost motive 
power is almost as important a factor as is an abun- 
dant supply of raw material. The Dominion Water 
Power Bureau recently pointed out that as approxi- 
mately 100 horse-power is required per ton of daily 
output, motive power in this industry is practically 
restricted to water power. The outstanding position 
of the Canadian pulp and paper industry is due to the 
fortunate location of abundant water power advan- 
tageously distributed among extensive forests. 


TREND OF TRADE TO EMPIRE CHANNELS 


A total trade of about 9382 million dols. for the 
twelve months ended December, 1933, was the record 
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achieved by the Dominion, a decrease of only 1°7 per 
cent. as compared with 1932. Canada’s total trade 
with Empire countries amounted to nearly 388¢ million 
dols., an increase of 12-2 per cent. The total trade 
with foreign countries was 550 million dols., a decrease 
of 9-5 per cent. compared with 1932 figures. While 
the Dominion’s total trade with the United Kingdom, 
at 309 million dols., showed a gain of 13°4 per cent., its 
trade with the United States, at 3924 million dols., 
represented a decline of 9-2 per cent. as compared with 
the previous year. The trend of the Dominion’s trade 
from foreign to Empire channels is indicated by the 
following percentages : —

VOLUME AND VALUE OF EXTERNAL TRADE 


A preliminary compilation has been made by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics comparing the value 
and volume of Canada’s trade for the calendar years 
1932 and 1933. The results have been obtained by 
taking the declared values together with the values 
obtained by re-valuing the quantities of 1933 at the 
average import and export prices prevailing in 1982. 
This eliminates the element of price fluctuation and 
permits a comparison of the volume of trade in the two 
years. 


The declared value of imports fell from about 452} 
million dols. in 1982 to 4014 million dols. in 1933, 4 
decline of 514 million dols. If prices had not fallen 
from the 1932 level the value of imports in 1983 would 
have amounted to over 4172 million dols., and the 
decline would have been reduced to 34% million 
dols. The declared value of exports increased 
from over 4932 million dols. in 1932 to nearly 
5314 million dols. in 1933, representing an 1n- 
crease of about 374 million dols.

The increase, as compared with July, in the value 
of imports affected each of the three main classes of 
merchandise, imports of raw materials increasing by 
£913,000 (5 per cent.), of food, drink and tobacco by 
£627,000 (2 per cent.) and of manufactured articles by 
£427,000 (3 per cent.). Compared with a year ago, 
also, there were increases in all three classes, the 
largest being in respect of manufactured goods 
(£1,698,000, or 13 per cent.); imports of raw materials 
were greater in value by £1,127,000 (7 per cent.) and 
imports of food, drink and tobacco by £523,000 (2 per 
cent.). 

Exports of manufactured articles declined by 
£963,000 (4 per cent.) as compared with July, but 
were greater by £1,113,000 (5 per cent.) than in 
August, 1933, while exports of raw materials showed a 
decrease of about £160,000, or 4 per cent., in com- 
parison with each of the earlier months. 

The value of the exports of imported merchandise 
was 20 per cent. below that for July and 23 per cent. 
less than in August, 1933, while the value of the goods 
transhipped under bond (£2,019,000) was appreciably 
greater than in July (£1,745,000), but £330,000 less 
than in August, 1933. 

The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
in the first eight months of this year amounted to £188 
million, as compared with £160 million in January- 
August, 1933. 

Imports of bullion and specie last month (£13-5 
million) were again, as in July, somewhat smaller than 
in earlier months of this year, but exports (£10-4 
million) were greater than in any month since March 
last. During the eight months ended August imports 
amounted to £227 million and exports to £121 million. 
The excess of imports over exports of bullion and 
specie this year has thus been £106 million, as com- 
pared with £114 million in the first eight months of 
1933. 

The additional information now available from the 
Accounts relating to Trade and Navigation enables the 
approximate value in each month of our aggregate 
trade with British countries and with foreign countries 
to be ascertained. The particulars for the eight 
months ended August, 1933 and 1934, are given

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IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—As in each month this 
year except July, imports of wheat during August 
(7,960,000 cwts.) were on a smaller scale than a year 
ago (8,212,000 cwts.), thereduction occurring principally 
in supplies from Canada. There was also a decline, ag 
compared with a year ago, in the quantity of oats and 
of wheat meal and flour imported, while barley and 
maize each showed an increase, which was substantial 
in the case of the former. Comparing the first eight 
months of this year and last, there was an increase in 
the aggregate imports of barley, maize and wheat meal 
and flour, and a substantial decline in respect of wheat 
and oats. 
of each of the principal descriptions of cereals showed 
a marked rise as compared with recent months, though 
only in the case of oats and maize were the values 
higher than a year ago. The values were as follows :— 
wheat 5s. 9d. per cwt., barley 4s. 9d. per cwt. (in 
each case the highest since August, 1933), oats 5s. 8d, 
per cwt. (the highest since June, 1932), maize 4s. 3d, 
per cwt. (the highest since March, 1933), and wheat 
meal and flour 6s. 2d. per cwt. 

The aggregate quantity of meat imported was some- 
what smaller than in August, 1933, but the value of 
the imports was greater by nearly 10 per cent. Of the 
principal descriptions of meat, only mutton and lamb 
showed an increase in quantity as compared with a 
year ago, due to larger supplies from Australia. The 
average values of the beef, mutton and lamb and bacon 
imported were all higher than a year ago, but that of 
mutton and lamb declined somewhat from the level of 
the two previous months. 

There was a reduction, both in quantity and value, 
in the imports of butter and cheese, but imports of 
eggs in shell increased by 14 per cent. in quantity and 
23 per cent. in value, as compared with a year ago, the 
increased supplies coming mainly from Denmark and 
Poland. The average value of the butter and cheese 
imported (£3 9s. and £2 8s. 1ld. per cwt., respec- 
tively) was the highest recorded this year, while that 
of eggs showed a large seasonal increase. In the fresh 
fruit and vegetables group, there were smaller imports 
of apples, oranges and potatoes, and increases in 
respect of bananas, grape fruit, pears, tomatoes and 
onions. 

In spite of slightly reduced imports from British 
India, the quantity of tea imported increased from 
41°5 to 51:3 million lbs.; consignments from China 
amounted to the very high figure of 5-6 million l|bs., 
as compared with 1-6 million lbs. a year earlier, and 
there were also largely increased supplies from Ceylon 
and the Dutch East Indies. Imports of raw sugar were 
10 per cent. smaller than a year ago, there being 4 
considerable reduction in consignments from Cuba, 
while the average value of the imports fell to 5s. 8d. 
per cwt., the lowest figure recorded in recent years. 
Imports of unmanufactured tobacco increased by 41 
million Ibs. (44 per cent.), due mainly to larger sup- 
plies from the United States, though there was also 4 
substantial increase in the amount received from 
Southern Rhodesia. The average value of the tobacco 
imported rose appreciably as compared with a month 
ago or a year ago. 


Raw Materials.—Compared with a year ago, iD- 
creases in value were recorded for nine of the fourteen 
groups included in this class, the most marked increase 
being in respect of raw rubber—from £252,000 to 
£1,117,000—the quantity imported being about two 
and a half times as great as in August, 1933. Other 
substantial increases were recorded in respect of wood 
and timber (£506,000), non-ferrous ores (£262,000), 
the miscellaneous group (£238,000), oil seeds, oils, ete. 
(£233,000), and iron ore and scrap (£149,000). The 
most marked decline was in respect of raw wool 
(£814,000), while imports of undressed hides and skins 
declined by £191,000 and the value of raw cotton im- 
ported fell by £180,000. As compared with July, the 
only groups to show a decrease in the value of imports 


were raw wool, paper-making materials and wood and

Manufactured Articles.—The increase of £1,698,000 
(13 per cent.) compared with August, 1933, in the 
imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
affected thirteen of the twenty groups in this class, 
the largest increases being recorded for non-ferrous 
metals and manufactures (£595,000), the manufac- 
tured oils group—which includes refined petroleum— 
(£541,000), machinery (£306,000), and iron and steel 
and manufactures (£195,000), while the most marked 
decrease occurred in respect of leather and manufac- 
tures (£209,000). Compared with July, also, thirteen 
of the groups showed increases and seven decreases, 
the only variation exceeding £100,000 being a decline 
of £123,000 in respect of iron and steel and 
manufactures. 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last month amounted to £2,395,000, being 
£64,000 (3 per cent.) more than in July and £122,000 
(5 per cent.) more than in August, 1933. As compared 
with a year ago, exports of beverages and cocoa pre- 
parations increased by £137,000, due mainly to larger 
exports of spirits, chiefly to the United States. 


Raw Materials.—Exports during August of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
4 per cent. less in value than a month ago or a year 
ago. As compared with August, 1933, exports of raw 
wool declined by £141,000 and of oils and oil seeds by 
£55,000, while the largest increase occurred in respect 
of unmanufactured cotton waste (£62,000). The only 
important change as compared with July was a decline 
of £161,000 in the value of coal exported. 

Coal.—Exports of coal during August amounted to 
3,269,000 tons, or 67,000 tons (2 per cent.) more than 
in August, 1933, the value of the exports increasing by 
less than 1 per cent. Exports to the two principal 
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markets, France and Italy, continued to decline, as 
compared with a year ago, being less by 94,000 tons 
and 34,000 tons, respectively. The only other im- 
portant markets for which appreciable decreases were 
recorded were Germany (55,000 tons) and Egypt 
(47,000 tons). The largest increases were recorded in 
exports to Sweden (78,000 tons), Finland (74,000 tons), 
Norway (58,000 tons) and Canada (46,000 tons), while 
Denmark, Spain and the markets in North and West 
Africa also took more than in August, 1933. 

Compared with July, there was a decline of 110,000 
tons (3 per cent.) in the quantity of coal exported, the 
value falling by nearly 6 per cent. Of the principal 
markets taking a smaller quantity than in the previous 
month Germany, France and Sweden showed the 
largest declines, while among the countries for which 
increases were recorded were Brazil, Canada, Algeria, 
Denmark and the Irish Free State. 

The average value of the coal exported during 
August was 15s. 10d. per ton, as compared with 
16s. 3d. in July and 16s. in August, 1933. The quan- 
tity shipped as bunkers on vessels engaged in the 
foreign trade and on fishing vessels was 1,211,000 tons, 
being 76,000 tons, or 7 per cent. more than in August, 
1933; for the first eight months of this year the 
increase amounted to 149,000 tons (1:7 per cent.). 


Manufactured Articles.—As compared with August, 
1933, twelve of the twenty groups of articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured showed increases in the value of 
exports, the largest being in respect of iron and steel 
and manufactures (£461,000), machinery (£443,000), 
cotton yarns and manufactures (£427,000) and the 
vehicles group (£186,000). Exports of non-ferrous 
metals and manufactures declined in value by 
£612,000; the only other decline of more than 
£100,000 was recorded for the miscellaneous group 
(£217,000). As compared with July, thirteen groups 
showed decreases in value, the largest being in respect 
of non-ferrous metals and manufactures (£485,000), 
iron and steel and manufactures (£260,000), machinery 
(£205,000), and the vehicles group (£188,000) ; the only 
increases exceeding £100,000 were recorded for woollen 
and worsted yarns and manufactures (£231,000) and 
apparel (£120,000).

than in August, 1933. The changes, as compared with 
both a month and a year ago, affected each of the three 
classes of iron and steel and were most marked in the 
case of rolling-mill products. Total British exports last 
month were 38,000 tons (25 per cent.) greater than a 
year ago, but slightly smaller than in July. Exports of 
crude iron and steel showed a considerable increase as 
compared with both the earlier periods, as did railway 
material. The only other item among the finished 
goods included in the table to show any considerable 
increase in comparison with August, 1933, was wrought 
tubes, exports of which were, however, appreciably less 
than in July. There was a considerable decline, as 
compared with both a month and a year ago, in exports 
of galvanised sheets and tinned plates. 

The tonnage of machinery exported was appreciably 
less than in recent months, but continued to show an 
expansion as compared with a year ago. The increase 
applied to nearly all the principal descriptions of 
machinery; exports of machine tools were more than 
twice as great as a year ago, while an increase of 50 per 
cent. or more was recorded for prime movers, electrical 
machinery, and cranes, hoists, etc. Exports of sugar- 
making and refining machinery continued to decline in 
comparison with a year ago, and exports of locomotives 
were again on a very small scale. 

The nurnber of motor cars and chassis exported was 
about 10 per cent. less than in July, but exceeded the 
exports in August, 1933, by 26 per cent., the increase 
being again almost entirely in exports of chassis to 
Australia. Exports of motor cycles and tricars were 
very considerably below those of a month ago or a year 
ago, while the number of pedal cycles exported was 
substantially greater than in August, 1933.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month were 
9:2 million lbs. more than in July, but 13-8 million lbs. 
less than a year ago. According to figures published 
by the Liverpool Cotton Association, deliveries of raw 
cotton to mills during August amounted to 92-2 million 
Ibs, as compared with 100°1 million Ibs. in July and 
with 104-1 million lbs. in August, 1933; the aggregate 
deliveries to mills for the first eight months of this 
year show, however, an increase of 22-7 million lbs. 
as compared with the corresponding period of last year. 
The average value of the raw cotton imported during 
August (69d. per lb.) was the highest recorded since 
October, 1930, and compares with 6-6d. per lb. both 
for the previous month and for August, 1933. 
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Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool showed 
an appreciable decline as compared with either a 
month or a year ago; the average value of the imports 
(10-3d. per lb.) was the lowest recorded for any month 
this year, although appreciably higher than the figure 
of 8-7d. per lb. in August, 1933. British exports of raw 
wool were somewhat greater than in the previous 
month, but were 3°1 million lbs. (48 per cent. less than 
a year ago—the decline being due almost entirely to a 
reduction in exports to the United States and 
Germany. 

Exports of cotton yarns were about the same 
as in July, but were appreciably less than in 
August, 1933, owing to a decrease of over 1 million lbs. 
in exports of unbleached yarns; there was a marked 
reduction from 3-0 million lbs. to 0°9 million lbs, in 
consignments of the latter to Germany. ‘The quantity 
of cotton piece-goods exported showed little change as 
compared with July, but was, for the third month in 
succession, in excess of the exports in the correspond- 
ing month of last year, the increase applying to all 
classes except coloured cottons. Exports to British 
India amounted to 50-8 million square yards, as com- 
pared with 30°1 million a year ago; other markets 
showing increases in excess of one million square yards 
were Australia, New Zealand, British Malaya, the 
Argentine and Cuba, while decreases exceeding this 
amount were recorded in the case of British West 
Africa, the Union of South Africa, Switzerland, Turkey 
and Morocco. 

Exports of wool tops were less by about 1 million 
Ibs. (29 per cent.) than a year ago, while aggregate 
exports of woollen and worsted yarns also showed a 
considerable decline (1-7 million lbs., or 30 per cent.) 
as compared with August, 1933, due largely to a reduc- 
tion of 1-1 million lbs. in consignments to Germany. 
In respect of woollen yarns only, however, there was 
an increase, due to larger exports to China. Exports 
of woollen and worsted tissues and of artificial silk 
piece-goods were somewhat greater than either a 
month or a year ago, while the quantity of linen piece- 
goods exported was appreciably less than in August, 
1933.

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Exports OF IMPORTED MERCHANDISE 


Of the decrease of £999,000 (23 per cent.) in the 
value of re-exports, as compared with a year ago, the 
greater part (£626,000) occurred in respect of raw 
materials. There was a decline of £707,000 in the 
value of raw and waste wool, etc., re-exported; sub- 
stantial decreases were recorded for nearly all the 
principal markets, that in respect of Germany being 
very marked. The only other important group to show 
a considerable decrease as compared with August, 
1933, was undressed hides and skins (£228,000.) Re- 
exports of food, drink and tobacco and of manufac- 
tured articles were also less in value than a year ago, 
the former by £203,000—the decline being mainly in 
re-exports of tea—and the latter by £182,000. In com- 
parison with July, re-exports of raw materials showed 
a reduction of £435,000, due mainly to a very sub- 
stantial decrease in respect of raw and waste wool, 
etc. Re-exports of food, drink and tobacco were less 
by £340,000, owing almost entirely to a decline in 
respect of tobacco, while manufactured articles showed 
a slight increase.

AGRICULTURAL MARKETING ACT, 1933: 
POTATOES 


The Board of Trade announce that an Order will be 
issued in due course under the Agricultural Marketing 
Act, 1933, providing for the regulation of the importa- 
tion of potatoes. 

Imports of main crop potatoes, which are at present 
subject to voluntary regulation, will come under regu- 
lation by this Order on November 1 next. On and 
after that date no main crop potatoes will be allowed 
to be imported except under licence. 

The National Federation of Fruit and Potato Trades’ 
Associations is setting up an association of potato im- 
porters and the Board of Trade have agreed to issue a 
licence to this association. Members of the associa- 
tion will be able to apply to the Secretary for certifi- 
cates in virtue of which they will be able to import 
potatoes under the licence issued to the association. 

Importers who do not desire to take advantage of 
the facilities which will be offered by the new organisa- 
tion will be able to apply for licences direct to the 
Board of Trade. 

In general, importation will be allowed of quantities 
proportional to the average quantities imported by 
each importer during the three years ended August 31, 
1934; applications from firms or persons who, though 
engaged in similar business in the past, did not import 
regularly in the years in question will be considered on 
their merits. 

The total quantities to be imported in specified 
periods will be announced from time to time. 


DEPUTATION ON GERMAN TRADE DEBTS 


Dr. Burgin, the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade, on behalf of Mr. Runciman, received 
on Monday a Joint Deputation consisting of represen- 
tatives of the Federation of Master Cotton Spinners’ 
Associations, the Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
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the Manchester Association of Importers and Ex- 
porters, the West Riding Chamber of Commerce, the 
Worsted Spinners’ Association, the Association of 
Export Merchants of Raw Materials and Yarns, the 
British Coal Exporters’ Federation, and the United 
Coal Trades Association of Durham and Northumber- 
land. 


Dr. Burgin was accompanied’ by officials of the 
Board of Trade, Treasury, Foreign Office, Department 
of Overseas Trade and Mines Department, and Sir 
Frederick Leith-Ross, Chief Economic Adviser to His 
Majesty’s Government, who afterwards left for Berlin 
to initiate discussions with the German Government 
regarding the effect on British trade of the new 
German machinery for the control of imports, was also 
present. 


The Deputation made a full statement of their views 
regarding outstanding commercial debts and current 
trade, and the representatives of the cotton and wool 
yarn interests made it quite clear that they regarded 
an immediate settlement of the existing debts as of 
paramount importance and, indeed, as an indispens- 
able condition of a resumption of trade with Germany, 


OUTSTANDING TRADE DEBTS IN GERMANY 


PARTICULARS REQUIRED 


For the purpose of obtaining information as to debts 
due from traders in Germany to traders in the United 
Kingdom and still unpaid owing to the exchange re- 
strictions imposed by the German Government, the 
Board of Trade issued a Circular on July 3, 1934 (see 
the “ B.T.J.”’ of July 5, page’8), asking for particulars 
of such debts which became due in the period March 1 
to June 80, 1934, inclusive. 


The Board now desire particulars relating to similar 
debts which became due for payment either (a) before 
March 1, 1934, or (b) after June 30, 1934, which have 
not yet been settled. 


Companies, firms and persons in the United 
Kingdom are accordingly now requested to supply, as 
soon as possible, and in any case not later than Sep- 
tember 27, 1934, three copies of all invoices relating to 
o~ commercial debts referred to under (a) and (b) 
above.* 


Particulars are not required of debts or portions of 
debts due after August 20 in respect of which payments 
have been made into the Special Account under the 
Anglo-German Exchange Agreement. 


2. This announcement applies only to debts arising 
out of the sale of goods to German importers. It does 
not apply to purely financial debts or obligations such 
as insurance premiums, interest, dividends, repayment 
of shares, mortgages, loans, etc. 


3. Bad and doubtful debts which have not been paid 
owing to the known insolvency of German traders 
should be excluded, and invoices must be accompanied 
by a statement on the part of the creditor that non- 
payment of the debt has, to his belief, been caused 
solely by the exchange restrictions. 


4. Exact copies of invoices are required and not 
statements of account, and only items actually out- 
standing should be included, i.e. after allowing for pay- 
ments received. Interest should not be added. 


5. On the face of each invoice supplied the following 
additional particulars should be given :— 


(i) The exact date that the invoice became due for pay- 
ment by the debtor (if an invoice is not on open 
account the due date of the acceptance should be 
substituted). When calculating the due date of an 
invoice, only the final or net due date should be 
taken into consideration. 


(ii) Any payments on account. 








* In some cases, certain invoices due after June 30, 1934, were 
supplied in response to the announcement of July 3, 1934, but had 
at that time to be disregarded. The Board would be glad if 
copies of such invoices could be supplied afresh.

(iii) If the debtor has paid the equivalent in marks into 
a blocked account the amount in marks should be 
given. 

(iv) If the goods in respect of which payment is claimed 
were (a) re-exports,t (b) transhipments under bond, 
or (c) goods shipped direct to Germany from a 
country other than the United Kingdom, this 
should be stated, together with the country of 
origin of the goods in question, if known. 


6. In the event of any debt notified to the Board of 
Trade as a result of this announcement being subse- 
quently paid, in full or in part, it is essential that the 
Board should at once be informed. It is further essen- 
tial to report any payment not previously notified to 
the Board of Trade which may have been received in 
respect of debts which fell due in the period March 1 
to June 30. 


7. The information given in regard to individual 
debts will be treated as strictly confidential.

THE PLESSEY SEAM OF THE 
NORTHUMBERLAND COALFIELD 


As part of the National Survey of the coal resources of 
the country now in progress the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research has issued a *Report dealing with 
the Plessey Seam of Northumberland. This Report is the 
34th of the series of papers devoted to the coal survey and 
the sixth of that series to deal with the Northumberland 
and Durham coalfield. 

The object of this Survey is the provision of reliable data 
concerning the nature and quality of the coal available in 
this country so that coal may be used as advantageously 
as possible in the national interests. The extent of our coal 
reserves has long been known; they are adequate for very 
many years to come. 

Industrialists are now, however, coming to realise more 
and more the necessity for discrimination in the choice of 
coal used. The actual quality of our coal is uniformly high 
and practically every type is represented, but because of 
this wide variety of choice a knowledge of the exact nature 
of each seam is essential to efficiency in industry and to the 
prosperity of our coalfields. 

The present Report, giving full data of one of the 
Northumberland seams is a good example of how this 
knowledge is being ascertained and of the way it is being 
made available.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN AUGUST 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that 
503,300 tons of pig iron were produced in August, as com- 
pared with 528,300 tons in July, 362,700 tons in August, 
1933, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. 


The August production included 134,000 tons of hematite, 
240,500 tons of basic, 108,600 tons-of foundry, and 9,800 
tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of August numbered 97, as 
compared with 99 at the beginning of the month, two 
furnaces having ceased operations. 


The August production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 667,000 tons, as against 718,200 tons in July, 
551,300 tons in August, 1933, and a monthly average of 
638,600 tons in 1913. 


The following table shows the average monthly production 
of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 1924 
and 1927-33 and the production in each month since August,

PROGRESS IN BUILDING RESEARCH 


The Building Research Board, in their ¢Report for the 
Year 1933, issued by the Department of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research, state that ‘‘ there is evidence that the 
general research work is now steadily advancing to a stage 
when there is a definite scientific basis for the utilisation 
of building materials and methods of construction.’’ 


Furthermore, the ever-growing volume of special investi- 
gations and enquiry work (over 1,500 enquiries were dealt 
with during the year), indicates that the activities of the 
Building Research Station are becoming increasingly known 
and that the facilities offered are coming into regular 
demand. ‘‘ We can therefore congratulate the building 
industry,’’ the Board state, ‘‘on the readiness it is begin- 
ning to display to benefit from advancing knowledge, and 
express our gratification that our efforts to promote a 
science of building are now bearing some fruit.’’ 


The Report reviews in detail the work in progress at the 
Building Research Station on the weathering of building 
stones, building materials of all kinds, the structure and 
strength of these materials, and the efficiency of buildings 
from the point of view of the user. Special interest attaches 
to the present report since many of the researches described 
are illustrated in the Building Research exhibit of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research at the 
Building Trades Exhibition now in progress at Olympia.

Of the vessels lost during the quarter under review, 47 
of 75,249 tons were wrecked; 10 of 18,241 tons were the 
victims of collision; 10 of 4,743 tons foundered; 2 of 4,450 
tons were abandoned at sea; 1 of 2,779 tons was posted as 
lost, etc., and 1 of 245 tons was burnt. 


The British flag was carried by 21 of the casualty vessels 
and their tonnage of 28,022 represented 0-27 per cent. of 
British ownership. British Dominion flags were flown by 8 
vessels of 3,741 tons (0-32 per cent.) ; the United States, 3 of

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN JULY 


The trade returns of British India for the month of July, 
1934, as compared with the preceding month, showed in- 
creases in the values of imports, exports and re-exports, 
states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner 
at Calcutta from the Director-General of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics. 

The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 9,90 lakhs, an increase of Rs. 35 lakhs as compared with 
the preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and 
manufactures rose by Rs. 31 lakhs from Rs. 12,28 lakhs in 
June, 1934, to Rs. 12,59 lakhs in the month under report. 
Re-exports also recorded an improvement of Rs. 7 lakhs 
and amounted to Rs. 26 lakhs. The comparison of the trade 
figures for July, 1934, and the four months April-July, 1934, 
with those of the preceding month and the corresponding

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in July, 1934, was Rs. 9,02 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 8,16 lakhs 
in June, 1934, and Rs. 6 37 lakhs in July, 1933. During the 
four months ended J uly, 1934, the visible balance of trade in 
merchandise and treasure was Rs. 31,97 lakhs in favour of 
India, as compared with Rs. 27,67 lakhs in the corresponding 
period of 1933. The balance of remittances of funds in 
July, 1934, was minus Rs. 145 lakhs and in the four months 
ended July, 1934, minus Rs. 11,89 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with July, 1933, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco in July, 1934, increased by: Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 97 
lakhs, imports of raw materials also rose by Rs. 2 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,23 lakhs, and those of manufactured articles by 
Rs. 1,19 lakhs to Rs. 7,51 lakhs. 

Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. 
and above (including beet), fell from 25,000 tons to 21,000 
tons and in value from Rs. 27 lakhs to Rs. 20 lakhs. Arrivals 
of raw tebacco declined from 265,000 lbs., valued at Rs. 3 
lakhs, to 193,000 lbs., valued at a little over Rs. 2 lakhs. 
Arrivals of rice, not in the husk, recorded an increase, 
having amounted to 16,000 tons (Rs. 9 lakhs), as compared 
with 1,000 tons (Rs. 1 lakh) in July, 1933. Imports of 
wheat amounted to 3,000 tons, valued at Rs. 2 lakhs, as 
against nil in the corresponding month of last year. 

Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil fell by 
198,000 gallons in quantity and by Rs. 8 lakhs in value. 
Imports of mineral oils other than kerosene rose to 11 
million gallons, valued at Rs. 31 lakhs, which meant an 
improvement of 3-5 million gallons in quantity and of Rs. 34 
lakhs in value. Imports of coconut oil recorded a small in- 
crease of 12,000 gallons in quantity, but the value fell by 
nearly Rs. 2 lakhs. Raw cotton (chiefly imported from 
Kenya Colony, Egypt and the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan) re- 
corded an improvement of 400 tons in quantity and of Rs. 1 
lakh in value. 

Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures rose by Rs. 103 lakhs. Those of twist and yarn 
fell from 3 million lbs. to 2 million lbs. in quantity and 
from Rs. 23 lakhs to Rs. 19 lakhs in value. Under cotton 
piece-goods, imports of grey goods fell from 22 million yards 
to 19 million yards, though the value remained practically 
unchanged at Rs. 27 lakhs; those of white goods recorded a 
small decrease of 200 000 yards from 19-5 million yards to 19-3 
million yards, but the value rose from Rs. 31 lakhs to Rs. 33 
lakhs, while those of coloured goods rose from 22 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 38 lakhs, to 24 million yards, valued at 
Under iron and steel there was an improve- 
ment of Rs. 12 lakhs, due mainly to an increase under sheets 
and plates and steel bars. The number of motor cars im- 
ported amounted to 956, and that of motor lorries, buses and 
vans to 699, as against 784 and 232, respectively, in July, 
1933. The value of motor cars imported in July, 1934, 
amounted to Rs. 18 lakhs and that of motor lorries, buses 
and vans to Rs. 9 lakhs, as compared with Rs. 14 lakhs and 
Rs. 3 lakhs, respectively, in the corresponding month of last 
year. There were noticeable increases under artificial silk 
yarns and manufactures (+ Rs. 13 lakhs), coal tar dyes 
(+ Rs. 8 lakhs), chemicals and drugs and medicines (+ Rs. 2 
lakhs each), and silk yarns and manufactures (+ Rs. 7 
lakhs), while there were decreases under machinery of all 
kinds (— Rs. 11 lakhs), horses (— Rs. 11 lakhs), betelnuts 
(— Rs. 3 lakhs) and salt (— Rs. 2 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN EXPoRTs 


Compared with July, 1933, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in July, 1934, rose by Rs. 25 lakhs to Rs. 3,04 lakhs. 
Shipments of rice, not in the husk, declined from 131,000 
tons to 98,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 82 lakhs to 
Rs. 62 lakhs in value. Exports of tea advanced from 27-1 
million lbs. to 29-2 million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 1,51 
lakhs to Rs. 2,03 lakhs in value. Exports of coffee dwindled 
from 6,900 cwts. (Rs. 4 lakhs) to 700 ewts. only (Rs. 39,000). 
Dispatches of spices showed an improvement of 900 cwts. in 
quantity and of Rs. 50,000 in value. There was also an in- 
crease of Rs. 3 lakhs in exports of grain. 

Raw materials and produce exported increased by Rs. 28 
lakhs to Rs. 6,30 lakhs. Under this group raw cotton re- 
corded an improvement of. 19,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 79 lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 56,800 
tons, Japan took 35,500 tons, or 62-5 per cent., the United 
Kingdom 5,500 tons, China 4,900 tons, Italy 2,800 tons, 
Germany 2,100 tons, Belgium and France 1,400 tons each, 
and Spain 1,100 tons, the remainder being dispatched 
mainly to the Netherlands and the United States. Consign- 
ments of raw jute decreased from 57,200 tons to 42,000 tons 
in quantity and from Rs. 91 lakhs to Rs. 57 lakhs in value. 
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Exports of lac almost doubled from 43,000 cwts. to 82,000 
cwts. in quantity, while the value rose considerably from 
Rs. 12 lakhs to Rs. 56 lakhs owing to the rise in prices. 
Shipments of oilseeds shrank in quantity from 105,000 tons 
to 83,000 tons and from Rs. 1,34 lakhs to Rs. 91 lakhs in 
value. Dispatches of linseed fell from 32,000 tons to 20,600 
tons in quantity and from Rs. 37 lakhs to Rs. 26 lakhs in 
value. Groundnuts dropped from 54,000 tons to 46,500 tons 
in quantity and from Rs. 73 lakhs to Rs. 45 lakhs in value. 
Castorseed fell from 11,400 tons, valued at Rs. 14 lakhs, to 
6,700 tons, valued at Rs. 8 lakhs. Sesamum (til or jinjili) 
also fell from 900 tons to 400 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 66,000 in value. Rapeseed, on the other 
hand, showed an improvement of 1,600 tons in quantity 
and of Rs. 2 lakhs in value, and amounted to 6,900 tons, 
valued at Rs. 8 lakhs. Exports of raw hides and skins de- 
clined by 1,600 tons in quantity and by Rs. 29 lakhs in 
value. Exports of wolfram ore fell slightly in quantity from 
420 tons to 350 tons, but the value remained almost 
stationary at Rs. 6 lakhs. Exports of raw rubber recorded 
an improvement of 1 million lbs. in quantity and of Rs. 3 
lakhs in value. Shipments of teak wood advanced from 
2,200 cubic tons, valued at Rs. 54 lakhs, to 5,200 cubic tons, 
valued at Rs. 12} lakhs. Exports of raw wool dropped from 
5-2 million lbs., valued at Rs. 18 lakhs, to 2-1 millions lbs., 
valued at Rs. 7 lakhs. 

Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 13 lakhs to Rs. 3,15 
lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported contracted from 
95 millions to 81 millions and from Rs. 1,05 lakhs to Rs. 81 
lakhs in value. The number of jute bags shipped improved 
from 21-9 millions to 33-2 millions and from Rs. 63 lakhs to 
Rs. 94 lakhs. Exports of tanned hides and skins dropped in 
quantity from 1,600 tons to 1,300 tons, but the value re- 
mained stationary at Rs. 44 lakhs. There was also a decline 
of Rs. 8 lakhs under opium and Rs. 7 lakhs under paraffin 
wax, while coir, manufactures and woollen carpets and rugs 
improved by Rs. 3 lakhs each. 


TRADE WITH ForrEIGN CoUNTRIES: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
38 per cent. in July, 1933, to 41 per cent. in July, 1934, and 
in exports from 31 per cent. to 35 per cent. The shares of 
Germany, Japan and the United States in the month under 
report were 8, 16 and 6 per cent., respectively, under im- 
ports, and 3, 18 and 7 per cent. under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outward with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during the month of July, 1934, 
amounted respectively to 599,000 and 645,000, as against 
668,000 and 639,000 in June, 1934, and 576,000 and 618,000 
in July, 1933. During the four months ended July, 1934, 
the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes 
amounted to 2,515,000 and 2,658,000, respectively, as com- 
pared with 2,332,000 and 2,445,000 in the corresponding 
period of last year. 


WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
reports as follows on the weather and crops in India for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated : — 


RAINFALL AND MoNsOoOoN 

Calcutta, September 17.—Rainfall was general in Lower 
Burma on seven days, in Bihar on five, in Konkan, Assam, 
the East United Provinces on three, East Central India and 
the West Central Provinces on two, and in Central India and 
Orissa on one day. 

The monsoon is strong in Lower Burma and active in 
Assam, Bihar and Bengal. 


Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

Madras, September 8.—Moderate rain has fallen in the 
Deccan, Circars and Carnatic. Paddy sowing and trans- 
planting is going on, and crops are in fair condition. 

Bihar and Orissa, September 11.—There has been light to 
moderate rain. The condition of standing crops and sugar- 
cane is good. Jute has been harvested in Champaran, 
Purnea and Cuttack. 

Punjab, September 10.—Light rain has fallen. Standing 
crops are in average to good condition, but insects are 
damaging standing crops in Gurgaon, and cotton has been 
damaged by tela in Shahpur.

ESTONIA—JAPAN 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed of the conclusion, by an 
Exchange of Notes dated June 21, 1934, of a Commercial 
Agreement between Estonia and Japan. The Agreement 
came into force on July 20, and is to remain in force until 
three months after its denunciation by either Party. 

The Agreement provides for reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment in matters of commerce, customs and navi- 
gation. Exceptions to this treatment are made in the case 
of— 

(a) favours accorded to the national fisheries ; 

(b) advantages granted by Japan in regard to fish and 
other aquatic products taken in the vicinity of 
Japan; 

(c) customs favours granted by Japan to Manchukuo, 
China or the U.S.S.R. with the object of encourag- 
ing regional economic relations ; 

(d) customs favours accorded by Estonia to Finland, 
Latvia, Lithuania or the U.S.S.R. 


GERMANY—NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Commercial 
Agreement between Germany and the Netherlands, relating 
to trade between Germany and the Netherlands East Indies, 
was signed in Berlin on June 6, 1934. The Agreement is to 
come into operation fifteen days after the exchange of rati- 
fications and is to remain in force until June 30, 1937, but 
provisional enforcement has been effected as from July 1. 

The Agreement provides that Germany shall give due con- 
sideration to the interests of the Netherlands East Indies 
in the matter of goods which are subject to a special State 
regulation of imports into Germany, and both the German 
and Dutch East Indies Governments undertake to give due 
consideration to the interests of the other in the matter of 
import and export prohibitions and restrictions. 

Certain products, on importation into the Netherlands 
East Indies, are not to be subject to duties higher than 
those stipulated in the Agreement. Particulars of these 
Tariff provisions were published in the ‘ B.T.J.” of 
August 23 (page 324). The Dutch Government also under- 
‘take to deal considerately with applications for the intro- 
duction of specific duties or of uniform values for goods of 
importance to German trade.

With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of August 2 
(page 199) and August 23 (page 306) regarding amended con- 
ditions of preference in Australia, the High Commissioner

CIGARETTE PAPERS AND TUBES: MARKING 


The High Commissioner for Australia has been advised 
by the Commonwealth Government that, under an amend- 
ment of the Commerce (Imports) Regulations, cigarette 
papers and tubes imported into Australia on and after 
December 1, 1934, will be required to be marked on the 
immediate containers with the approximate number of 
papers or tubes contained therein and the country of origin. 


DUTIABLE VALUE OF SILK AND ARTIFICIAL

When goods imported into Australia are subject to 
Customs or Excise duty in the country of export and they 
are exported under drawback, the amount required to be 
declared as the current domestic value on the Australian

invoice is the duty paid selling price for home consumption 
in the country of export. 


Exporters are required to show (in clause 4 of the invoice 
certificate) the amount of the drawback allowed by the 
revenue authorities in the country of export. In the case 
of silk or artificial silk goods a statement is also required 
on the face of the invoice as to the actual amount of duty 
paid on the gross quantity of dutiable material used. The 
amount of the drawback or the actual amount of duty paid 
(whichever is lower) is allowed as a deduction from the duty 
paid domestic value for duty purposes on entry in Australia. 


If, as a result of the reduction of British duties on silk 
and artificial silk which came into operation on July 2 last, 
an exporter in this country of products affected by those 
duties has reduced his home trade price by an amount 
corresponding to the reduction in duty, the deduction from 
the domestic value will be either— 


(a) the amount of the drawback actually allowed by the 
United Kingdom authorities; or 


(b) the amount actually included in the duty paid 
domestic value in respect of duty paid, 


whichever is lower. 


Exporters of silk and artificial silk goods to Australia 
under drawback should therefore show on their invoices, in 
addition to the information hitherto required, the actual 
amount of duty for which provision is made in the declared 
domestic value.

FOREIGN TEXTILE QUOTAS 


The Bahamas “‘ Official Gazette’’ of July 28 contains a 
copy of an Order-in-Council (No. 7 of 1934), made under 
the Importation of Textiles Quotas Act, 1934, the text of 
which is reproduced below :— 


ORDER IN COUNCIL 


Mapge UNDER 


THe ImportTATION oF TExTILES Quotas Act, 1934 
(Chapter 1 of 1934) 


Whereas by section three of the Importation of Textiles 
Quotas Act, 1934, it is enacted that the Governor may by 
Order in Council fix the total quantity (hereinafter referred 
to as the quota) of any class or classes of textile goods 
(hereinafter referred to as ‘‘ regulated textiles’’) manufac- 
tured in any foreign country which may be imported during 
any period (hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘ quota period ’’) 
and that the quota period specified in any Order in Council 
may commence prior to the coming into operation of the 
said Act: 


And Whereas it is expedient to fix the total quantity of 
regulated textiles which may be imported in the quota 
period fixed herein on the basis of importations of such 
textiles during the year 1927 to 1931, inclusive of both 
years. 


1. That the quota period during which regulated textiles 
may be imported from the several foreign countries here- 
under specified shall be the period from the 7th day of May, 
1934, to the 3lst day of December, 1934, both days inclusive. 


2. That the quota of regulated textiles manufactured in 
the said several foreign countries which may be imported 
during the quota period hereby fixed shall not exceed the 
quantities set opposite the names of the said several foreign 
countries. 


3. That for the purposes of this Order in Council it is 
hereby ordered by the Governor in Council as follows: 


(a) ‘‘ Regulated Textiles’? means piece-goods of woven 
fabric containing 50 per cent. or more of cotton 
or of artificial silk or of cotton and artificial silk 
combined ; 


(b) “‘ Yard,’’ in relation to regulated textiles, means a 
length of thirty-six inches and a width not exceed- 
ing thirty inches and any width exceeding thirty 
inches shall increase the length of regulated textiles 

in proportion as such width exceeds thirty inches.

BRITISH HONDURAS 


PACKAGE TAX 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Package 
Tax Ordinance, 1934, assented to on July 12, which re- 
imposes, as from July 1, a Package Tax of 5 cents per pack- 
age on goods, wares, merchandise and other articles im- 
ported into British Honduras or taken out of bond for 
consumption in the Colony. 


‘‘ Package ”’ is defined as including any goods, wares, 
merchandise or other articles wrapped, encased or protected 
by an outer protection or covering. Bona fide baggage and 
effects belonging to and accompanying any passenger 
arriving in the Colony are exempt from this tax. 


BRITISH INDIA 


ASSESSMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON 
CIGARETTES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Notice, 
dated July 26, issued by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, 
to the effect that all brands of cigarettes will henceforth 
be assessed to duty under Section 30 (a) of the Sea Customs 


* Act. 


Section 30 (a) reads as follows :— 


‘¢ 30. For the purposes of this Act the real value shall be 
deemed to be— 


(a) the wholesale cash price, less trade discount for 
which goods of the like kind and quality are sold, 
or are capable of being sold, at the time and 
place of importation or exportation, as the case 
may be without any abatement or deduction 
whatever, except (in the case of goods imported) 
of the amount of the duties payable on the impor- 
tation thereof.’’ 


AMENDMENT OF OTTAWA TRADE 
AGREEMENT RULES, 1932 


The Indian ‘‘ Ottawa Trade Agreement Rules, 1932,’’ pro- 
vide, inter alia, that rum produced in certain Colonies 
which has been consigned to India from the United Kingdom 
but which is in all other respects eligible to be admitted at 
the Preferential rate of duty applicable to the Colonies, 
shall be entitled to the Preferential Rate, notwithstanding 
the fact that the rum is not consigned direct from the 
Colonies concerned. 


The ‘“‘Indian Trade Journal’’ of August 23 contains a 
Notification [No. 780-T (11)/32], dated August 18, which 
provides for the addition of the following to the list of 
Colonies to which the above provision applies :—

CANADA 


VALUE FOR DUTY OF HATS, HOODS, BERETS, 
ETC. 


Supplement No. 3 to Appraisers’ Bulletin 3734 states that 
the value for duty of hoods, shapes, bodies and capelines 
[Tariff Item 569 (1)], which was fixed under the authority 
of Section 43 of the Customs Act and notified in Appraisers’ 
Bulletin No. 3734, has been modified, with effect from 
September 1, by reducing from $1-50 per dozen to 50 cents 
per dozen the advance added to the export or actual selling 
price. 

The advance on hats, exclusive of wool hats [Tariff Item 
569 (1)], remains at $1-50 per dozen. It should be noted, 
however, that the fixed valuation on hats, hoods and shapes 
of wool felt entered under the British Preferential Tariff has 
already been cancelled. 

Supplement No. 2 to Appraisers’ Bulletin 3872 states that 
the value for duty of berets notified in Appraisers’ Bulletin 
No. 3872 has also been modified, with effect from Septem- 
ber 1, by reducing from $1-50 to 50 cents per dozen the 
advance added to the true invoice value. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CUSTOMS ACT AND 
CUSTOMS TARIFF REGARDING VALUE 
FOR DUTY 


Value of Goods for Ordinary Customs Duty Purposes 


The Board of Trade have received copy of an Act which 
adds the following section to the Canadian Customs Act :— 


‘¢36A.—The Governor-in-Council, whenever it is 
deemed expedient to do so, may order that Excise duties 
and Excise taxes in whole or in part shall be disregarded 
in estimating the value for duty of goods of any kind 
imported into Canada from any specified country, and 
may vary or rescind such order.’’ 


The Act also repeals subsection 1 of section 36 of the 
Customs Act, which reads as follows :— 


‘36 (1).—Such market value (i.e. the fair market 
value* of goods, when sold for home consumption, in the 
principal markets of the country whence and at the time 
when the same were exported directly to Canada) shall 
be the fair market value of such goods in the usual 
and ordinary commercial acceptation of the term, and 
as sold in the ordinary course of trade, such value in no 
case to be lower than the selling price thereof to jobbers 
or wholesalers generally at the time and place of ship- 
ment direct to Canada.” 


Value of Gcods for Special or Dumping Duty Purposes 


A further Act inserts the following subsection in section 
six of the Canadian Customs Tariff :— 


‘*(2A).—The Governor-in-Council, whenever it is 
deemed expedient to do so, may order that Excise duties 
or Excise taxes in whole or in part shall be disregarded 
in estimating the market value, for the purpose of special 
or dumping duty, of goods of any kind imported into 
Canada from any specified country when the same are 
entitled to entry under the General Tariff, and may 
vary or rescind such order.’’ 


Excise duties and taxes were already disregarded for this 
latter purpose when the goods were subject to entry under 
any Tariff more favourable than the General Tariff. 


Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 4239, issued on July 23 by the 
Dominion Department of National Revenue, states that, by 
Order-in-Council passed under the authority of the legis- 
lation referred to above, the Excise duties or taxes and pro- 
cessing or compensating taxes imposed in respect of the fol- 
lowing goods in the United States are to be disregarded, 
with effect from July 21, 1934, in estimating the value for 
duty of such goods when imported into Canada and in esti- 
mating the market value of such goods for the purpose of 
special duty, namely :—

DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN FLAX 
YARN 


The ‘‘ Cyprus Gazette ’’ of August 24 contains a copy of 
Order-in-Council No. 1597, dated August 21, which pro- 
vides that flax yarn imported into Cyprus from any part 
of the British Empire between October 1, 1934, and Septem- 
ber 30, 1935, both days inclusive, by any owner of a factory 
for the weaving of cloth therefrom, shall be admitted 
therein free from all duties. 


IRISH FREE STATE 


CUSTOMS DUTY IMPOSED ON MEAT 
EXTRACTS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 46) Order, 1934, which provides 
for the imposition of a Customs duty of 5s. per lb. on all 
articles which are, in the opinion of the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, edible extracts, essences, or juices (not including 
soups) prepared or derived wholly or mainly from animals 
(including birds, but excluding fish) imported into the Irish 
Free State on and after September 8. 


The Order also contains the following provision :— 


‘¢ Whenever the Minister for Finance, after consultation 
with the Minister for Agriculture, so thinks proper, the 
Revenue Commissioners may by licence authorise any par- 
ticular person, subject to compliance with such conditions as 
they may think fit to impose, to import without payment of 
the duty imposed by this Order any articles chargeable 
with such duty either, as the Revenue Commissioners shall 
think proper, without limit as to time or quantity, or either 
of them or within a specified time or in a specified quantity. 


PNEUMATIC TYRE QUOTAS 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of Septem- 
ber 13 (page 415) regarding the Control of Imports (Quota 
No. 1 and Quota No. 2) Orders, 1934, the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner at Dublin has forwarded to the Board 
of Trade copies of the Control of Imports (Quota No. 1 and 
Quota No. 2, First Period) Orders, 1934, which appoint the 
period beginning on October 1 and ending on December 31, 
1934, as the first quota period under the Order first men- 
tioned above and which fix the quotas for this period as 
below :—

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 47) Order, 1934, which provides 
that on and after September 12 the Customs duties hitherto 
imposed on yarns (other than white yarns) wholly of wool or 
worsted or of a combination of wool and worsted, which are 
imported otherwise than on bobbins, cheeses, cones or cops, 
shall also apply to such yarns or combinations of yarns if 
partly of wool or worsted. The rates of duty, 22} per cent. 
ad valorem (Full Rate) and 15 per cent. ad valorem (Prefer- 
ential Rate), remain unchanged. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON ROPE, CORD, ETC. 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 48) Order, 1934, which imposes a 
Customs duty of 40 per cent. ad valorem on rope, cord, 
twine or thread of cotton, flax, hemp, ramie, jute, or coir 
or any like material or a combination of any two or more 
of those materials, but excluding binder twine and plaited

or cable-laid sash cord and also excluding any article which 
at importation forms part of another article, imported into 
the Irish Free State on and after September 12, 1934.

(pages 115-118) and August 30 (page 358), respecting 
changes in the New Zealand Customs Tariff, H.M. Trade 
Commissioner at Wellington reports, by telegraph, that the 
following further changes have been made by Resolution 
effective on and from September 14:— 


(1) Tariff item 338 (4) has been reinstated as in the Reso- 
lution of July 10. The item now reads as follows: 


338 (4) Electrical appliances, n.e.i., peculiar to electro- 
plating, electro-chemistry, electro-metallurgy, 
surgery, telegraphy, telephony (not including 
cabinets or parts of cabinets for wireless broad- 
cast receiving sets); X-ray tubes and electrical 
vacuum tubes not suitable for purposes of illu- 
mination—Free (British Preferential Rate) ; 
25 per cent. ad valorem (General Rate). 


(2) Tariff item 338 (9) has been amended to read as 
follows : 


338 (9) Wireless broadcast receiving sets, built up: 

(a) Not mounted in cabinets—Free (British 
Preferential Rate); 35 per cent. ad 
valorem (General Rate). 

(b) Mounted in cabinets—10 per cent. ad 
valorem until May 31, 1935, thereafter 
Free (British Preferential Rate); 45 per 
cent. ad valorem (General Rate). 


The Trade Commissioner also reports that it is proposed 
to waive the British Preferential duty on Tariff item 214 as 
from October 1, subject to Parliamentary approval. Tariff 
item 214 reads as follows :— 


‘‘Chinaware, earthenware, and porcelainware, viz.: 
bowls, cups, saucers, plates, jugs, dishes, teapots, 
and such similar articles suited for table use, as 
may be approved by the Minister—20 per cent. ad 
valorem (British Preferential Rate), 45 per cent. 
ad valorem (General Rate). 


EXEMPTION OF CERTAIN LEAD FROM 
PRIMAGE DUTY 
The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order-in- 


Council, dated June 14, which provides for the exemption 
from primage duty (3 per cent. ad valorem) of lead in ingots 


.or pigs imported into New Zealand. 


The Order is deemed to have come into force on December 
16, 1933.

ARGENTINA 


IMPORT OF PEDIGREE LIVESTOCK FROM 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have received from H.M. Ambassador 
at Buenos Aires translation of a Decree, dated July 27, 
containing new regulations regarding sanitary certificates 
required by the Argentine authorities in connection with 
consignments of pedigree livestock imported from the 
United Kingdom. 


In future only one health certificate need be supplied and 
one Bill of Lading may cover any number or kind of animals 
provided that they are comprised in one consignment. 


The pedigree certificate issued by the British Breeders’ 
Association will be regarded as a single document for the 
purpose of consular legalisation, however many animals it 
may include.

MEXICO 


TRADE IN INSECTICIDES, ETC. 


A Decree dated July 31 and published in the Mexican 
Official Gazette on August 2 prescribes regulations regard- 
ing the manufacture and sale of insecticides in Mexico. 











CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continueg 


Insecticides are defined as substances or mixtures of sub. 
stances intended to be used commercially for preventing, 
destroying or mitigating the effect of all the insects, fungi, 
bacteria, poisonous plants, rodents or other animal or vege. 
table pests which may be harmful to plants and animals. 


They may only be sold after having been analysed, tested 
and authorised for sale by the Secretary for Agriculture. 

The following must appear, in the Spanish language, on 
the label of all insecticides sold in Mexico :— 


(a) The complete formula of the product. 

(b) The uses for which it is destined. 

(c) The method of application and the amount to be used. 

(d) The number of the official certificate of authorisation, 

(e) The date on which the product was manufactured 
and, in the case of products susceptible of decom- 
position, the date before which it must be used. 


The sale of apparatus for applying insecticides is pro- 
hibited unless it has been approved and authorised for sale 
by the competent Department. 

The Decree, which comes into force sixty days after its 
publication, may be seen by persons interested at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


A Decree published in the Mexican ‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of 
July 24 reduces, in most cases by 50 per cent., the Customs 
duties levied on certain medicinal and chemical products 
on importation into Mexico. 

The following are among the articles affected :—Animal, 
vegetable and mineral oils intended for medicinal purposes, 
essential oil of eucalyptus, quinine, acetyl-salicylic acid, 
strychnine, certain ethers, resorcin, chloroform, iodoform, 
menthol, boric acid, various mixtures and preparations used 
in the manufacture of pharmaceutical products, disinfec- 
tants for internal use, medicinal creams and ointments, 
medicinal wines and syrups, capsules, pills, pastilles, etc., 
preparations and serums for injection, and medicine chests. 

The Decree, giving the full list of articles affected and the 
new rates of duty, may be seen by persons interested at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. 

The import duties on the following articles were in- 
creased, by the same Decree, from 2 to 4 pesos per kilog. 
legal:—Deodorants and depilatories, lotions, etc., for the 
skin, products not separately mentioned in the Tariff for 
toilet purposes, and dyes for the hair, all these being un- 
perfumed. 

A further Decree revises the Tariff classification of cine- 
matograph films, both sound and silent, and of photographic 
films. The duties are in the main the same, but in some 
cases reductions of duty have been made. Particulars of the 
new classification and duties may be obtained at the 
Department of Overseas Trade. 


SPAIN 


IMPORT OF STEARINE RESTRICTED 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’”’ for September 14 contains a 
Decree, dated September 13, which prohibits, temporarily, 
the importation into Spain of stearine, worked or unworked 
(Tariff Nos. 809-10). The Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce is, however, authorised to permit the import of 
stearine up to a quantity not greater than the average im- 
ports of this product in the years 1931-33. 

Goods proved to have been shipped to Spain before 
September 15 will be exempt from the prohibition. 


URUGUAY 


FORTHCOMING MARKING OF ORIGIN 
REQUIREMENTS 


H.M. Consul at Montevideo has forwarded translations 
of a Law (No. 8933), dated December 22, 1932, and of a 
Decree of June 8, 1934, issued thereunder, which provide 
for the compulsory marking of an indication of origin on 
all foreign or Uruguayan products, with effect from Janu- 
ary 1, 1986. As from that date no foreign article may be 
exposed for sale in Uruguay unless it has a printed stamp 
or a label showing the country of origin in the Spanish 
language. By way of exception, however, the description 
‘‘ Made in England ’’ may be used for English goods.

TURKEY 


IMPORT QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ (page 418), we publish 
below particulars of the treatment to be accorded under the 
Turkish quota restrictions during the period October, 1934, 
to March, 1935, to certain articles of more particular in- 
terest to United Kingdom exporters. Under the new quota 
system, goods are divided into the following categories :— 


List S.—This list specifies the articles which may be 
introduced free of quota restrictions. It re- 
places the existing List A, but is much 
shorter. The Minister of Economy may, on 
giving forty days’ notice, reserve wholly or 
partly the right to import under List 5S to 
countries which qualify for admission under 
List KL (see below). 


List KZ.—Goods falling within the tariff positions 
specified in this list may be imported free of 
quota restrictions provided they are the pro- 
duce or manufacture of countries, 


(a) having a clearing agreement with Turkey 
based on a balance of trade or pay- 
ments, or 


(b) whose commercial exchanges are in favour 
of Turkey and in which no special 
measures of restriction are applied to 
imports from Turkey. 


The Minister of Economy is to specify the 
countries covered by (b). This list includes 
many goods now on List A. 


List V.—As hitherto, goods enumerated in this list require 
an import licence from the competent 
Government Department, but the authorisa- 
tion of the Minister of Economy is to be 
required in addition in the case of countries 
which do not qualify for admission under 
List KL. 


List T.—The goods included in this list may be imported 
from countries which encourage the importa- 
tion of Turkish produce by, for example, 
increasing their quotas for such goods, 
exempting them from restrictions, or reduc- 
ing the duties thereon. 


List K.—This is the list of general quotas. 


The existing List M, under which the quotas for certain 
goods are allocated by country of origin, is to be abolished, 
and most of the goods covered by this list have been 
included in List K. 


The Decree maintains the system under which an addi- 
tional quantity of double the fixed quota may be imported 
provided the value thereof is deposited with the State 
Bank in Turkish currency before the goods are withdrawn 
from the Customs, and that the corresponding foreign 
exchange will not be issued by the Bank until after six 
months. 


Provision is made in the Decree for the importation out- 
side the quotas of parts of industrial and public utility 
installation, which constantly need replacement and (under 
certain conditions) of samples; it also maintains the exist- 
ing provision for the admission of spare parts of machines 
by parcel post.

The tourist business of the West Indies has become of 
first importance ; hence the special information here provided, 
including the large map in colours, many illustrations, his- 
torical sketches and details of air and steamship services, 
postal and cable tariffs, hotels, clubs and churches.

British Standard Terms and Definitions for Softwoods. 


We have received notice that the British Standards Insti- 
tution has just published as a British Standard the Terms 
and Definitions for Softwoods with which the timber trade is 
no doubt familiar in its draft form, many copies having been 
distributed by the Institution for comment during the past 
year. We are informed that, from the comments received, 
the trade is prepared to welcome such a glossary and that it 
will prove a useful and long-needed piece of work. 

It may be remembered that the glossary forms the first 
part of a programme of simple grading rules for timbers 
generally coming into the country which the Institution has 
undertaken arising out of the Ottawa Conference. 

The glossary is divided into four sections, viz., General 
Terms and Definitions, Sizes, Plywood Terms and Definitions, 
and Joinery (milled) Terms and Definitions and a compre- 
hensive alphabetical index. 

The principle which has guided the Committee responsible 
for the preparation of the glossary has been to establish a 
single term for a characteristic or property, and to have only 
one meaning for each term. In certain cases the definitions 
are of a purely conventional character, such as the definitions 
of ‘‘ softwood ’”’ and ‘‘ hardwood ”’ which for the purposes 
of the British Standard Specifications are to be dissociated 
from any connection with the physical softness or hardness 
of a wood. Again in the Section on Sizes, a definite range of 
dimensions is allotted to each term, although it is realised that 
these sizes may vary slightly in different parts of the country. 

The Terms and Definitions are put forward for adoption by 
the timber trade of the country with the object of simplifying 
commercial transactions and removing the many misunder- 
standings which have arisen in the past from the absence of 4 
uniform nomenclature.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which com prises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or. other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W. 1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for par- 
ticular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit an 
oversea country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries 48 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required,
